I happened in company a few evenings fince 
to hear this queftion made the fubject of a 
very entertaining debate, viz, Can love exift 
without admiration ?’— he difference of opinion 
which prevailed, and the ingenuity of thofe who 
were concerned in the argument, attracted my 
attention, and led me to an enquiry, of which 
the following obfervations were the refalt. 

I obferved in the covrfe of the converfation, 
that the real difference of fentimeit related ra- 
ther, to the precife import of the words love, 
and admiration ; and I was led to believe, that 
had they been accurately defined, and their 
meaning clearly explained, in their own appro- 
priate fenfe,adoubt with re{pedt to their feparate, 
independent exiftente, would never have arifen. 
Ihave indeed frequently obferved,- that ab&ra 
terms ufed in a general fenfe, have created a 
tonfufion of idéas, and given rife to difputes, at- 
tended often, with violence and heat ; when 
had each of the parties, explained what he fup 
pofed the fignification of the word to be, their 
{deas, and opinions would have been found ex- 
actly to accord That [-may therefore examine 
fairly, the relation of thefe two ideas, I will de- 
fine what I conccive to be their proper, and ori- 
ginal import. 

Admiration then, isa degree of furprife, not 
amounting to aftonifhmgnt, and attended with 
approbation and pleature, and arifes with re{pect 
to Jaanimate objects, from fome extraordinary 
appearance, qualities, or conflruétion, and with 
regard to perfons, it is derived, from the obfer- 
vation of great mental endowments, fuperior 
beauty, elegance, engaging manners, or the con- 
templation of fome great or good action. 

The derivation of the word from the Latin 
“ad” and “ miror,” to wonder, fhews that it 
muft exprefs a degree of furprife : and that this 
furprife is connected with pleafure, is equally 
evident. We admire bravery when it is exerted 
to fave the diftrefled; but we are difpleafed, 
and deteft it, when it tends to opprefs the in- 
nocent. Courage, fortitude, and all the noble 
paflions of the foul when raifed to extremity; 
excite our admiration; while we view with 
aftonifhment, and h@gror, the malignity of the 
cruel, and the daring attrocity of the robber.— 

Love is fo various, when applied to different 
objects, that it ean fearcely admit of a definition, 
which will comprehend all its {pecies, and parti- 
cularities : it may however be divided into that 
tendernefs, which we are accuftomed, by long 
habit, to entertain for inanimate objects; the 
love we feel for mankind in general ; for parerits, 
relations, friends, and the love of fexes.— 

In the firft of thefe kinds of love, we may 
rank the affection we feel for our country, the 
place of our nativity, or for an object, with 
which we have been converfant from our mfan- 
ty. But it would hardly be contended, that 
his fondnefs neceflarily implies, any degree of 
Moder, or admiration. A mah mult feel fome 
+ emotions, when after a lorig abfence, he 
s the place in which he was born ; or 
views the cottage where he firlt became fenfble, 








| of the tendetnefs of a parent; and learned to 


reward the careflés of a mother, with a finile: 
tho’ it may be fituated ina wildernefs, and pof- 


fefs nothing in itfelf that can pleafe the fancy, or | 


delight the fenfe. He may be delighted with 
again reclining, berieath a well known tree ; 
while he beholds, the fublimeft feénes in na- 
ture, and the moft curious productions of art, 
with admiration alone. 

If we confider next, that fpecies of love, which 
is called general benevolence, we fhall find it 
ftill more independent of admiration ; we: feel 
it for thofé with whom we have never been ac- 
quainted, or whofe names we have never heard ; 
but fuch perions certainly we never can be faid 
to admire. 

‘The love, which arifes from the various rela- 
tions of father, fon, brother, fifter, hufband, 
wife, &c. is often totally unconnected with any 
degree of admiration. ‘lhe child may reverence 
the parent, while he is acquainted with all the 
enormity of his vices. A father may drop the 
tear of affection, over the abandoned proiligacy 
of afon. Anda huiband may love a wife, as 
the mother of his children, and the bride of hi 
youth, while he is convinced of her infidelity. 
Gut in either cafe can any one pretend to allert, 
that they admire, 

It remains to confider laftly, the léve which 
exilts between the fexes ; a paflion compofed 
of tender affection, kindnefs, friendthip, good 
will, and which involves in it, every finer feeling 
of the human breaft ; while admtirationy as was 
before obferved, is a fenfation, that arifes only 
from uncommon charms, or fuperior endow- 
ments. ‘hey are entirely dittinguifhed from 
each other; altho’ perhans the fame cayfe; may 
fometimes produce both. It is from obferving 
their co-exiltence, in fome particular, inftances 
[ imagine, that the two words have been con- 
founded, and often ufed to exprefs the fame idea. 
In their own appropriate fenfe, however, their 
meaning is very different, and in this fenfe alone, 
can they be made the fubject of a queftion. 
Admiration is naturally excited by great powers 
of mind, but thefe may exift, without that kind- 
nefs, fenfibility and delicacy, thai muft produce 
love ; and affection may be excited by agreeable 
manners, good nature and benevolence, in a 
perfon who does not poffefs one fingle quality 
foexalted as to claim my admiration. _I may. 
admire a fet of regular features, the delicacy of 
the complexion, and the foft bloom of the cheek; 
while I look in vain for that animation, whichi 
{peaks through the countenance, to the heart, 
and awakes the fofteft fenfations, of kindnefs; 
affection And love: Sate 

On the other hand, where there is neither 
beauty nor any great briliancy of talents, to ex- 
cite furprize, godd nature, complacency and ten- 
der fenfibility, may give birth to the fineft fee- 
lings of love ; and fix in the heart an affection, 
whofe ardour and conftancy, will brave :he uni- 
ted attacks, of abfence and time. i
